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THE developer behind plans for a 
£12 million businesses and retail 
park has offered to pay for town 
centre improvements worth 
£250,000. 

HPG Developments, which wants 
to build a major business and 
shopping park on the former Project 
Office Furniture site at Hamlet Green 
in Haverhill, has pledged the cash. 

The Cambridge-based firm also promised 
to donate land to the community. If the plans 
get the green light, it will give almost an acre of 
land to the borough council to substantially 
increase and improve the neighbouring 
former railway walk wildlife site. 

It has also promised to make a contribution 
towards its maintenance and improvement 
works. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee will meet in the 
town next Thursday to make a decision on the 
planning application. 

It is expected up to 260 new jobs could be 
created. 

HPG announced in August that it had 
secured national DIY chain Wickes as its first 
tenant for the scheme. 

The proposals also include new business 
starter units, a new family restaurant, 
additional retail warehouse units, and new car 
parking/cycle stands.

It includes five other parishes 
as well as Clare - Stoke by 
Clare, Hundon, Cavendish, 
Poslingford andWixoe. 

He said: “In one way it’s a 
new stage in life and we’re 
looking forward to that.

Man told ‘no 
call for attack 9 


A MAN grabbed his girlfriend 
by the throat during an 
argument at their home, a 
court heard. 

Scott Whan, 21, of St lames Court, 
Haverhill, and lane Chesnall had 
both been drinking and shown 
violence towards each other before 
the incident happened on April 24. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard last 
week that Whan had put his hands 
around Ms Chesnall’s throat, 
resulting in marks and swelling. 

Whan had pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing to an offence of 
common assault. 

Richard Potts, mitigating, said 
that although Whan had been 
subject to a community punish¬ 
ment imposed by magistrates for 
offences including possession of a 
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bladed article and causing criminal 
damage, the unpaid work he had 
been ordered to undertake had 
impressed the company involved. 

Mr Potts said Whan was now 
hoping to achieve his ambition of 
securing a post with the business as 
an apprentice electrician. 

Whan was still with Ms Chesnall 
and she was supporting him, the 
court was told. 

Sentencing him, ludge Peter Fenn 
told Whan: “You have to realise that 
in a domestic relationship there are 
always going to be arguments and 
disagreements and they are not 
helped when either party is under 
the influence of alcohol.” 


He added: “You have also got to 
realise whatever the provocation 
and whatever the argument is about 
there is absolutely no call for a 
young, fit, reasonably well built 
young man to act with violence 
towards his wife.” 

Judge Fenn said Whan’s existing 
community order imposed by 
magistrates will remain in force, 
with an added requirement that he 
remains under Probation Service 
supervision for the next two years. 

Judge Fenn said that during that 
period Whan would be required to 
address issues surrounding alcohol, 
literacy and examine the con¬ 
sequences of his actions. 

He said: “I very much hope you 
have learned your lesson and will 
not come back before the courts.”

THE fate of Haverhill’s 
only council-run resident¬ 
ial care home is in the 
balance. 

A public consultation 
on the future of Place 
Court, in Camps Road, 
will run from November J 
until January 24. 


Residents, their relat¬ 
ives and carers will be 
asked for their views on 
what should happen to 
the 3J-bed facility, which 
offers care for dementia 
sufferers.

include closing the home 
and commissioning ser¬ 
vices from the private 
sector, or selling it as a 
going concern. 

Cllr Colin Noble, the 
council’s portfolio holder 
for adult and community 
services, said: “It’s imp¬ 


ortant that, whatever we 
decide to do, we do with 
extreme sensitivity, con¬ 
sideration and care.” 

The paper, which looks 
at what to do with 16 care 
homes across the county, 
was agreed by the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet on Tuesday.

Flu jab offer for 
pregnant women 

PREGNANT women in 
Cambridgeshire are for the first 
time being offered the seasonal 
flu vaccination. 

All people across the county 
who are at risk of seasonal flu 
are being encouraged to protect 
themselves by getting their free 
vaccination. 

Everyone aged 65 and over is 
routinely offered the jab, as are 
younger people with long-term 
conditions such as heart 
disease, diabetes, asthma, 
multiple sclerosis, serious 
kidney and liver disease. 

Around 15 million people in the 
UK have the jab, which must be 
administered every year as it is 
altered to match the flu strains in 
circulation. 

This year, NHS Cambridgeshire 
is inviting pregnant women to 
receive a free seasonal 
vaccination as it protects against 
the HI N1 virus (swine flu) that 
will still be circulating this winter. 
Pregnant women who catch this 
strain are at an increased risk of 
severe illness. 

Every year there are 
approximately 8,000 seasonal 
flu-related deaths in the winter 
months in England and Wales. 

As well as immunisation, people 
are encouraged to protect 
themselves by carrying tissues, 
covering coughs and sneezes 
with a tissue and cleaning hands 
as soon as possible with soap 
and water or an alcohol hand 
gel.

Police helicopters in trial link up 


FIVE police forces pooled 
resources in a three- 
month trial to share the 
use of helicopters. 

Cambridgeshire, 
Suffolk, Essex, Norfolk 
and Kent took part in the 
trial during April, May 
and June. 

Helicopters were dir¬ 
ected to where they were 
needed in the five coun¬ 
ties from a single point of 


contact control centre. 

During the trial more 
than 1,500 incidents 
were attended across 
the counties. The results 
showed increases in 
arrests, locating missing 
people and finding 
stolen or suspect veh¬ 
icles. 

Chief Inspector Ady 
Dawson, of Suffolk pol¬ 
ice’s specialist oper¬ 


ations unit, said: “This 
trial was not only about 
trying to identify poten¬ 
tial future cost savings 
but also about identi¬ 
fying areas where im¬ 
provement can be made 
and a better level of 
service can be offered to 
the public. 

“Air Support Units are 
extremely valuable tools 
in policing our region’s 


counties and by work¬ 
ing together an increase 
in the amount of pos¬ 
itive results was seen.” 

The trail was an addi¬ 
tional aspect of the Nat¬ 
ional Review of Police 
Air Operations, which is 
being led by Chief 
Constable Alex Marshall 
in Hampshire. Further 
trials are likely to take 
place in the future.

Violence victims given 
phones to stay in touch 



A MOBILE phone company has 
given phones to help victims of 
domestic abuse stay in touch 
with police and other agencies. 

The 10 phones donated by Carphone 
Warehouse will be distributed through 
the Victim Care Centre in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

They will be formally presented to the 
centre tomorrow. 

Victim care officer Nina Martin has 
worked with the Carphone Warehouse 
to obtain the phones, and said they were 
needed to provide a valuable link or to 
call emergency services. 

She said: “The phones will be loaned 
out to certain people who have no other 
means of communicating with others - 
for example, victims who have had to 
move out of their home because of

access to money. The phones all come 
with pre-paid credit to enable recipients 
to make emergency calls if they need to. 

“We are very grateful for the Carphone 
Warehouse’s support of this initiative, 
which will provide reassurance to some 
of the most vulnerable people in West 
Suffolk.” 

Detective Inspector Adrian Randall 
who manages the victim care centre in 
Bury St Edmunds, said: “These mobile 
phones will add to our capability and, 
through a risk assessment process, be 
allocated to appropriate victims referred 
to the Victim Care Centre. 

“These phones will in certain cir¬ 
cumstances assist in the safeguarding of 
some domestic abuse victims, and 
thereby help a victim break free from the 


abuse they are suffering." 

By working closely in partnership with 
support agencies such as Women’s Aid, 
refuges, victim support, adult and 
children’s services, probation, court 
services domestic violence forums, 
health and the voluntary sector and 
many more organisations across the 
county, it is hoped the cycle of domestic 
violence can be broken. 

Victims can be supported when they 
come forward, and Suffolk Constabulary 
can take positive action and enforce¬ 
ment when responding to incidents.

Responders 
take off with 
Helimedix 


COMMUNITY first responders at 
emergency medical charity Mag- 
pas Helimedix have been handed 
over to the ambulance service. 

The non-medical volunteers, who 
provide emergency life-saving treatments 
to patients, have for the last decade been 
the responsibility of Magpas, now known 
as Magpas Helimedix. 

But as of October 1, the Community 
First Responder (CFR) scheme became 
part of the network of 250 groups within 
the East of England, managed and funded 
by the region’s ambulance service. 

The first responders will now receive the 
same training as others in the Eastern 
region and all equipment has been 
handed over to the ambulance service by 
Magpas Helimedix. 

The types of emergencies first resp¬ 
onders attend include choking, cardiac 
arrests and strokes, and they will continue 
to do so. 

This year Magpas Helimedix budgeted 
£100,000 for the CFR scheme, which 
means the charity could save that amount 
each year going forward. 

The volunteers have been encouraged 
to continue to fundraise for Magpas 
Helimedix, as it still runs its emergency 
medical team of doctors and paramedics.

Daryl Brown, charity manager at 
Magpas Helimedix, who is also a comm¬ 
unity first responder, said it was the “right 
time” and “a natural progression” for the 
41 Cambridgeshire groups to join others 
in the region. 

He added: “There was a funny situation 
in that in other counties people paid taxes 
and one of the things they were provided 
with was the community first responders. 

“But in Cambridgeshire people were 
being asked to help fund something 
(through Magpas fundraising) that was 
being provided in other counties.” 

He added: “It’s not actually going to 
change the service. No-one is going to see 
an awful lot of difference. 

“The commitment of our volunteers has 
been key to the success of Magpas over 
the past 40 years. I would like to thank all 
of the first responders for their dedication 
to saving lives in their communities and 
wish the scheme every continued success 
under the leadership of the ambulance 
service.” 

First responders have been called to 
more than 12,000 patients and have 
notched up 900,000 voluntary hours of 
community service for the county.

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Musical superstar 
loses cancer fight

A WORLD-CLASS mandolin 
player who lost her battle with 
cancer has been described by 
her mother as “the most wond¬ 
erful daughter”. 

Alison Stephens died at the Arthur 
Rank Hospice on Sunday, aged 40, two 
days after she was admitted. 

Tributes have flooded in from around 
the world to the woman who raised 
thousands of pounds for charity. 

The youngest of four children, Alison 
told her mother Jackie Green, who lives 
in Haverhill, at the age of 13 she wanted 
to be a professional musician. 

Alison was the first graduate of 
mandolin from Trinity College of Music 
in London and was immediately 
appointed a teacher, aged 22. 

She was diagnosed with cervical 
cancer in 2008 and started treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Alison, from Eynesbury, St Neots, had 
a revolutionary form of targeted 
radiation treatment called Tomo- 
Therapy and the prognosis appeared 
good. 

But Jackie said: “She was admitted as 
an emergency case to Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital in June. 

“She was transferred to Adden¬ 
brooke’s and had three sessions of 
chemotherapy but a scan showed it had 
gone to her brain, her liver and kidneys. 

“She struggled on, she was in terrible 
pain and she went down very quickly. 

“She was the most wonderful daught¬ 
er in character and talent any mother 
could have wished for.” 

Alison taught around the world and 
wrote and played music for various 
movies, including The Queen and Fan¬ 
tastic Mr Fox. 

Jackie said: “We have had tributes 
coming in from all over the world.” 

Alison’s partner, Mitch Harris, said he 
had suffered a “huge loss”. 

He said: “She was very much a Tigger 
personality - it was fantastic to be with 
her. 

“She spent her life promoting classical 
mandolin. There was a huge amount of 
love for her globally.” 

He said funeral arrangements are 


being finalised, along with a memorial 
concert at Trinity College where a schol¬ 
arship will be set up in her name. 

Alison struck up a friendship with ac¬ 
tor and storyteller Mike Maran, who was 
also undergoing treatment for cancer, 
and they began working with writer 
Louis de Bernieres on projects related to 
his book, Captain Corelli’s Mandolin. 


The pair set up Captain Corelli’s Cam¬ 
bridge Cancer Club which aimed to 
raise £100,000 for Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust, Macmillan Cancer 
Support and the KIS Endowment Fund. 

Alison donated the royalties of her CD 
Souvenirs, to Macmillan and said her 
battle with cancer was “a very life- 
affirming experience”.

At Newmarket, 23 of the 25 full 
time and on-call - formerly known 
as retained - firefighters have been 
given the training in using the 
ropes and other equipment which 
became operational from October 
1 . 

Those engaged in working at 
height wear a new all-in-one 
overall instead of traditional fire 
retardant gear. 

They have also been allocated 
new fire engines to carry all the 
necessary equipment. 

At Newmarket the crew has also 
been allocated a second new fire 
engine to replace an older pump 
rescue tender, fitted with special¬ 
ised cutting gear and other

- particularly on the A14. 

The new machines, which cost 
around £250,000 each, have 280 
horsepower engines and comp¬ 
uter-controlled pumps.

A MARTIAL arts group has 
been given a £780 grant for 
new safety matting. 

Haverhill Wado Karate Club is 
one of the organisations to rec¬ 
eive a grant from Havebury 
Housing Partnership, which owns 
former council homes in the 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds 
areas. 

The cash has come from Have- 
bury’s community investment 
fund (CIF) and will go towards the 
cost of matting for the club, which 
is based at the town’s Chalkstone 
Community Centre.

Cases of insurance fraud have been on 
the rise since the recession began. The 
Association of British Insurers (ABI) 
puts the total cost to the industry of 
undetected general insurance claims 
fraud at £2bn per year. This adds 
around £40 a year to the insurance 
premiums paid by all policyholders. 

There has been a big rise in organised 
fraud, where criminal gangs work to 
systematically defraud insurers.

Rollercoaster ride from a 
dream life to living rough 


E MMA Hyde 
had the kind 
of life people 
dream of. Aged 28, 
she had a husband 
she adored, a 
handsome salary, 
and a high-powered 
marketing job that 
took her into the 
glamorous world of 
Formula One 
racing. 

She even has a scar on 
her knee to prove it, 
following an incident 
with a dodgem car and 
Jenson Button ... 

But today, Emma also 
bears scars of a different 
kind. Until two years ago 
she was sleeping rough 
on the streets of 
Cambridge, and 
shoplifting to get her 
fix of alcohol. 

“My life has been a 
huge rollercoaster, I’ve 
been through every 
emotion you could 
have,” says Emma, who’s 
36. 

“I had absolutely 
everything; I was 
earning in excess of 
£45,000 a year, I had my 
false nails done every 
month, I had a £2,500 
suit allowance every six 
months ... and I went 
from that to drinking

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to roll into a cigarette.” 

It’s easy to trace when 
Emma’s problems 
began; just six weeks 
after her dream wedding 
to her partner of eight 
years, he walked out. 

“He left me for a 
younger model,” she 
says. “I was devastated. 
He was my first love, and 
it was a bolt out of the 
blue.” 

Emma began to drink 
heavily: “As soon as I got 
back from work it’d be a 
couple of bottles of wine 
a night. But I knew I had 
a problem when I used 
to get up in the morning 
and think: ‘Oh, I’ll just 
have a drink to level 
myself, and then I’ll be 
able to focus on the 
day’.” 

Her world began to 
fall apart. 

She started slipping 
into debt, her father 
died, and soon after she 
discovered a lump in her 
breast. Emma had 
cancer. 

“I had to go through 
chemo, which was 
horrible. And at the 
same time I was still a 
heavy drinker, and 
hiding it from 
everyone.” 

Fortunately the 
treatment worked, but 


Emma didn’t give up 
drinking - and in 2002, 
she left her job and her 
Essex village to move to 
Cambridge. 

“I had to leave, there 
were too many 
memories,” she says. “I 
like cities, and I thought 
Cambridge was 
probably not as much of 
a monster of a city as 
London.” 

But Emma’s life soon 
spiralled out of control. 
“I was drinking all day, 
every day,” she 
remembers. “I had a 
house in Cambridge, but 
I got into a relationship 
that got really violent, 
and ended up having to 
go into a women’s 
refuge. And while I was 
there I got into arrears 
and got evicted. That 
was when I ended up on 
the streets.” 

Sleeping rough was, 
she says, “very, very 
scary. I’d sleep in car 
parks, like Level D at the 
Lion Yard car park 
because it was the 
warmest part, and also 
outside at the back of 
Parkside Swimming 
Pool, because you get 
the warm air from the 
vents.” 

But although she was 
scared, she found 
friendship in the 
homeless community. 

“There is an amazing 
camaraderie there,” says 


Emma. “People would 
take it in turns to sleep, 
so you could get a half- 
decent night’s sleep 
knowing that other 
people would stay 
awake and watch out for 
the Old Bill or any other 
trouble.” 

Emma spent her days 
with her new-found 
friends, and shoplifted 
to get her alcohol. One 
quirky memory always 
stands out for her: 
“There was a group of us 
sitting in the market 
square, and for about 
the fourth time that day, 
somebody had come up 
and offered their chips 
to us. And I thought: 
‘This is absolutely 
ridiculous, homeless 
people don’t just eat 
chips!’ So I promptly 
walked into Marks and 
Sparks and walked out 
with two freshly-dressed 
lobsters, two bottles of 
Champagne and a bottle 
of Chablis. 

“We had a fantastic 
picnic. But obviously the 
first rule of shoplifting is 
never go to the same site 
more than once ... and 
on my third time I got 
caught and hauled up in 
front of the magistrate. 

“She said: ‘Miss Hyde, 
have you got anything to 
say?’ And I said 
‘Homeless people are 
fed up of eating chips! 
We’re humans, and I

thought we deserved a 
treat’. She gave me a little 
smile ... and a £40 fine.” 

But life as a hard 
drinker was tough, and it 
was only after six long 
years on Cambridge’s 
streets that Emma had 
her wake-up call. 

“They said: 'If you don’t 
stop drinking, within 
three months you will be 
dead’. 

“Which is the worst 
thing you can say to 
somebody, because I just 
went on a massive bender 
for three months. And 
then I thought: 'Hmm, 

I’m not dead. Better do 
something about it’. 

“Plus I was fed up of 
having to go shoplifting 
for my booze, and fed up 
of having to scrabble 
around for 70p so I could 
have a can of cider inside 
me before I went 
shoplifting. I thought I 
was better than that.” 

But perhaps Emma’s 
biggest inspiration was 
meeting Andy, who was 
also in the homeless 
system, and living in a 
local hostel. 

The pair met while 
doing an art project, “and 
I thought he was a laugh,” 
remembers Emma. “He 
invited me up to his 
section for pizza one 
night. He still owes me for 
that pizza! 

“He was the main 
reason I gave up drinking. 
He made it quite clear 
that he couldn’t be with 
an alcoholic, so I was like 
right, I’ll show you! I’m 
going to go and get 
myself sorted out.” 

And she did. In 
December 2008, Emma 
went into rehab at 
Fulbourn Hospital. 

It was, she says, 
horrendous. 

“There’s only two beds 
there for people that are 
actually doing detox, the 


rest of it is for mental 
health patients. 

“I walked in there and 
it was just this mayhem 
of people walking round 
talking to themselves, 
and throwing papier 
mache balls at me. 

“I was rattling - that’s 
where you need a drink, 
you sweat and feel sick, 
and really, really shake. 
And I thought ‘Sod this!’ 
But then I thought ‘No, no 

Staff gave Emma 
tranquilisers which left 
her sleeping for three 
days, “And when I woke 
up I was more focused. I 
thought I actually could 
do this.” 

Keeping herself 
occupied was Emma’s 
life-saver; she spent 
hours playing brain 
games like Boggle: “Some 
of the staff stayed on after 
their shifts to try and beat 
me; I am still the Boggle 
champion of Fulbourn 
Hospital!” she laughs. 

Two weeks later, Emma 
came out - and was 
overjoyed to be placed in 
a shared house. “I was 
really lucky,” she admits. 
“I was with two others 
and they weren’t 
drinking, so that was 
amazing.” 

From that moment, 
Emma’s life turned 
around. 

Her relationship with 
Andy flourished, she 
started producing a radio 
show, Homeless Truths, 
on community station 
209 Radio, and got 
involved with homeless 
action groups to keep 
herself busy. 

“I had to have 
something to occupy 
myself,” she says. “I get 
bored really, really easily. 
So I just got my teeth 
really stuck into putting 
something back, trying to 
make things better.” 


It wasn’t long before 
Emma had something 
else to occupy her time - 
a new baby, Daisy, who is 
now seven months old. 

“She’s gorgeous. She is 
just absolutely 
wonderful,” sighs Emma. 
Was she planned? 

“No, I was drunk for 10 
years, I didn’t think it was 
possible!” she laughs. 

Emma, Andy and Daisy 
now live together “in a 
nice little two-bedroom 
house in the suburbs of 
Cambridge,” and life 
couldn’t be better. 

But Emma refuses to 
run away from her past. 

These days, she throws 
all her spare time into 
Cambridge Link-Up, a 
community action group 
which she now chairs. 

Its aim is to tap into 
homeless people’s talents, 
award small grants and 
organise projects for the 
street community. 

“It gives hope to 
people. I know it sounds 
really corny, but it gives 
people a bit of structure, 
and something else to 
focus on apart from how 
s*** their life is and where 
the next drink or drug hit 
is coming from.” 

Emma is also 
determined to change 
people’s attitudes towards 
homelessness: “They 
have this perception that 
it’s something people 
have brought upon 
themselves, but it’s not! 
Nobody chooses to 
become homeless.” 

And she of all people 
knows it can happen to 
anyone; she’s just relieved 
to have come through it. 

“It’s brilliant,” she 
smiles. “But without 
things like Cambridge 
Link-Up, I can hand on 
heart say I wouldn’t be 
here.”

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Borough studies move 
to new mayoral system 


AN ELECTED mayor - like Lond¬ 
on - could head council services 
for Haverhill, if people support a 
change in the way St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council operates. 

A consultation about a possible switch 
from the way the council currently runs 
ends on November 12. 

At present, the council has a cabinet 
which is headed by the leader and up to 
nine other councillors. 

The leader is elected every year by 
fellow councillors in a system which has

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Songbird Kate wears 
heart on her sleeve 


W hen she exploded on 
to the music scene in 
2007 with her 

cockney-tinged lyrics speaking 
of the awkwardness of teenage 
romance and the vitriol of 
break-ups, Kate Nash became 
an overnight sensation. 

The feisty songbird saw her debut 
album Made of Bricks - featuring her 
signature hit Foundations - go double 
platinum, catapulting her to the top of 
the album charts. 

After the frenzy surrounding her 
died down, the guitar-wielding, piano¬ 
pounding singer-songwriter retreated 
from the glare of the music scene for 
a while. However, in April she was 
back in the limelight, with the release 
of her long-awaited second album My 
Best Friend Is You, signalling a 
coming of age for the 23-year-old. 

Produced by the former Suede 
guitarist Bernard Butler, those 
expecting a retread of her pop debut 
will have to look elsewhere: this 
album introduces a grown-up Nash to 
the charts, one that deals firmly with 
the issue of female empowerment. 

The album boasts more mature 
themes, a wider range of influences 
and much more challenging sounds - 
look no further than the raucous I Just 
Love You More, which was given 
away as a free download earlier this 


year. London born and bred, Nash 
says she feels good about her new 
album, pleased with the way it’s 
turned out and rightfully sees the 
songs on it as a progression from 
those of Made of Bricks. “That can 
only be a good thing, right?” she 
asserts. 

First single Do-Wah-Doo (sample 
lyric: “Everyone thinks she’s a bit of 
alright but I think that she’s not so 
nice / Everyone thinks that she’s a 
lady, but I don’t - I think that girl’s 
shady”) was inspired by the girl 
groups of the late 50s and early 60s, 
complete with the sort of rolling 
drums, strings, handclaps and ‘doo¬ 
wop’ rhythms you’d hear in records by 
The Ronettes or The Supremes. 

“I really got into that sound,” she 
enthuses. “I’d heard it when my 
parents played it when I was little, but 
really started listening to it when I 
was in Australia on tour in 2008.1 
picked up this box set called One Kiss 
Can Lead To Another, a collection of 
rare girl group singles, and I just 
found the writing amazing. I was on a 
plane and I heard Stop In The Name 
Of Love by The Supremes, a song I 
knew inside out, in a totally different 
light. 

“As a kid it had this amazing dance 
beat and melody, but then I must have 
been feeling emotional on the plane - 
sometimes I get that, must be the 
altitude - and it just hit me that it’s 


the saddest song ever. This woman is 
begging her partner to stop cheating 
on her, and she’ll forgive him as long 
he comes back, but she just needs 
him,” she muses, stopping for a 
moment to let her dissection of the 
song sink in. “It’s insane, and I’d 
never heard it like that before. 

“That sort of music was all I was 
listening to for a while, I only wanted 
to listen to girl groups - The 
Ronettes, The Shirelles, The Crystals, 
The Chiffons, The Flirtations and The 
Angels and loads of others. 

“That time period, late 50s and 
early 60s, was really interesting; a lot 
of people seemed to be in unhappy 
relationships, because it wasn’t 
acceptable to get divorced. That 
situation just makes for the most 
heartbreaking music, because 
people pretended and put on a 
front - which might explain 
why that music is so ‘up’, but 
then the lyrics are so 
heartbreaking.” 

As was the case with 
Made of Bricks, Kate 
doesn’t particularly write 
about herself and her 
own situation, so you 
won’t hear love songs about 
her boyfriend, The Cribs singer 
Ryan Jarman, on the album. 

“I like to write the truth. I wear 
my heart on my sleeve, but at the 
same time I love theatre and fiction 



and stories 
as well. I might 
get bored just 
writing about 
myself anyway. 

I’d have to make sure I 
was always doing 
interesting stuff, 
wouldn’t I? I 
couldn’t just sit 
in and watch 
Jeremy 

Kyle.” A

The big film 



WALL STREET: MONEY 
NEVER SLEEPS 
certificate 12A 132m 

MORE than 20 years after Michael 
Douglas won an Oscar as scheming 
Wall Street trader Gordon Gekko in 
Oliver Stone’s acclaimed film, the 
character’s mantra - “Greed is good” 
- rings louder and clearer than ever. 
The global recession continues to 
bite and much of the blame is laid at 
the revolving doors of avaricious 
bankers, who took big risks and 
enjoyed massive bonuses for their 
spectacular failure. Against this 
backdrop of mismanagement, writer- 
director Stone returns to the hallowed 
halls of New York’s financial district, 
where banks go cap in hand to the 
US government for bail-outs. 

Aside from a brief cameo from 
Charlie Sheen as Bud Fox, Gekko is 
the only returning character for the 
sequel, which pits Douglas’s 
dinosaur, who has been languishing 
behind bars, against a new 
generation of men in suits. 

The global financial landscape may 
have changed but the pursuit of 
profits at the expense of friendships 
and the natural world has not. 

The film opens in 2008 with Gekko 
(Douglas) being released from jail 
with his effects, which include a gold 
money clip and a hefty, brick-like 


mobile phone. 

He emerges into a world that is firmly 
controlled by the financial community 
and teetering on the brink of ruin. 

He finds new success with a best¬ 
selling book and tour. In the audience 
is ambitious trader Jake Moore (Shia 
LaBeouf), who is the boyfriend of 
Gekko’s estranged daughter Winnie 
(Carey Mulligan). 

He is inspired by Gekko’s words but 
knows that making contact would 
jeopardise his relationship with the 
woman of his dreams. 

When Jake’s mentor Louis Zabel 
(Frank Langella) commits suicide 
after his company is taken over by 
vicious rival Bretton James (Josh 
Brolin), the young man swears 


revenge and enlists the help of Gekko 
to destroy Bretton and the people he 
works for. 

Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps 
bares its teeth at the banking 
community but ultimately doesn’t 
draw blood, using the recession as a 
hook for a retread of the original film, 
with tearful father-daughter bonding 
thrown in for good measure. 

LaBeouf and Mulligan are well 
matched as they struggle to keep 
their relationship afloat in a sea of lies 
and betrayal. 

Douglas relishes the chance to slip 
back into the designer threads of his 
signature role. 

Underestimate him at your peril.

An apple a day - 
it's not hard to do 



MOUTH-WATERING the Royal Horticultural Society has 
published a new guide on how to grow apples, even in 
the smallest gardens or in containers. 


J ust one bite of a ripe, 
crisp apple picked 
straight off the tree 
should be enough of a 
mouth-watering 
experience to make most 
gardeners want to grow at 
least one variety in their 
own garden. 

Apples are the taste of 
autumn and there are many 
apple events at this time of year 
around the country, inviting 
people to try new varieties, 
offering growing advice and 
looking at how to avoid pests 
and diseases. 

Yet, apples are not difficult to 
grow and there are enough 
varieties to cater for virtually 
any amount of space you may 
have, even if you only have 
room for one in a container. 

The RHS - whose festival, A 
Taste Of Autumn, runs from 
October 21-24, celebrating 
apples and other autumn 
produce with events at its four 
RHS gardens in Wisley 
(Surrey), Harlow Carr 
(Harrogate), Hyde Hall (Essex) 
and Rosemoor (Devon), and 
hundreds of RHS recommended 
gardens around the UK - has 
now launched a new apple guide 
offering tips on choosing a 
variety, cultivation and 
troubleshooting.

Apples can be grown in a 
range of forms, including 
traditional open-centred trees, 
cordons (single stem with short 
side-shoots) and espaliers 
(trained to grow on a flat plane, 
often symmetrical and against a 
wall or fence). You need to 
choose your tree according to 
the space available. 

There is also a wide range of 
rootstocks, from dwarfing to 
vigorous, but for a medium¬ 
sized bush tree or a cordon, 
choose the semi-dwarfing M26 
rootstock. 

To crop well, apple trees also 
need pollination from another 
tree, so be sure to choose 
varieties from the same or a 
close pollination group. 

Bare-root trees can be planted 
when dormant, from late 
autumn until early spring. 
Apples thrive in a well-drained 
soil, at least 60cm (2ft) deep. 
Add well-rotted organic matter 
before planting and mulch and 


water through the growing 
season until your tree is growing 
well. Apples prefer a sheltered, 
frost-free position in full sun, 
though providing they receive 
half a day’s sunshine in the 
growing season they will 
tolerate some shade. 

Once established, your apple 
tree will need very little care 
throughout the year, but a little 
love will go a long way to 
keeping it healthy. Keep it 
weed-free and water it during 
dry spells and when the fruit 
starts to swell, particularly if it 
is newly planted or in a 
container. 

In early spring sprinkle a 
balanced general fertiliser (such 
as Growmore) around the base. 
To ensure the best crop, prune 
the tree every year. 

Apple trees can suffer from a 
variety of common problems 
such as brown rot, apple scab 
and other diseases, often derived 
from poor levels of calcium, 
erratic watering or wet 
summers. The RHS apple guide 
offers advice on how to alleviate 
these problems. 

Most apples will be ready to 
pick sometime between August 
and October, depending on the 
variety. As with most fruit, the 
obvious way of testing if an 
apple is ready for picking is to 
taste it. The other telltale sign is 
if there are a few lying on the 


ground around the tree (called 
windfalls). The fruit should have 
swelled to a good size and 
started to colour up. 

The RHS’s recommended 
varieties include ‘Blenheim 
Orange’, used early for cooking, 
‘Discovery’, a red-flushed 
dessert apple, ‘Egremont 
Russet’, a dessert type which is 
good for storage, and ‘Pixie’, a 
Cox’s type apple which 
produces small fruits ideal for 
children.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Kaffir lily (Schizostylis) 

These elegant, autumn¬ 
flowering perennials are ideally 
placed in a sunny, sheltered spot 
in soil which is well-drained in 
winter but doesn’t dry out in 
summer, so you may need to 
improve the soil with 
applications of garden compost 
or well-rotted manure. 

The rhizomes should be 
planted 2.5-5cm (1-2in) deep in 
spring and you’ll need to plant 
several plants around 30cm 
(12in) apart to give any impact. 
They can grow to around 80cm 
(31 in) tall and make great 
companions for asters, while 


pink-flowered varieties also 
complement silver foliage plants 
well. Kaffir lilies are hardy in 
most areas but you’ll need to 
cover them with a thick winter 
mulch or grow them in pots 
under glass in colder regions. In 
winter, cut down the stems and 


protect the crowns with chipped 
bark. 

Popular varieties include S. 
coccinea ‘Major’, which bears 
big, deep red flowers, while 
‘Fenland Daybreak’ is a smaller 
variety which bears pink flowers 
from August to November.

ALMOST half of all motorists would happily pay 
a fee to speed on British roads, according to a 
new survey by Motorpoint.

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Lotus unveils bold expansion 
plans for new supercar era 


THE renowned Norfolk 
sports car marque of 
Lotus is launching a 
string of new and 
replacement models 
over the next five years 
- and they’re all 
stunning, writes Phil 
Vaughan. 

An ambitious investment 
programme in new models 
will put the famous British 
marque firmly in 
contention for the global 
supercar crown within just 
a few short years. 

Spring 2013 will see the 
launch of the new 5.0-litre 
V8 Esprit, a superbly- 
sculpted sports car that 
has a claimed top speed of 
200mph - and which can 
rocket to 62mph from a 
standing start in a matter 


of 3.4 seconds. 

The firm, based in 
Hethel, Norfolk, says the 
612bhp Esprit’s incredible 
performance makes it the 
ultimate supercar, yet it 
won’t cost the earth - Lotus 
is projecting it to retail for 
around £110,000. 

The firm’s managing 
director, Dany Bahar, says 
the focus this time round 
will be firmly on the car, 
and not films - previous 
Esprits have starred 
alongside lames Bond, and 
enjoyed roles in Pretty 
Woman and Basic Instinct. 

Bahar admits: “There’s a 
fine balance between 
acknowledging the 
greatness of the past while 
at the same time rapidly 
leaping forward to the 
future, and ensuring that 
this car 
not only 
does the 
name 
Esprit 
justice 
but also 
the Lotus 
brand. 

“ I 
think 
we’ve 
managed 
to find 
the 
balance 


and in doing so created a 
new icon, a car people will 
find hard to resist. The 
design is aggressive, I’m 
very proud of this car.” 

Autumn 2013 will see the 
launch of the new 190mph 
Elan, which gets a 444bhp 
4.0-litre V6 engine and a 
£75,000 price tag. 

Bahar hopes that the 
Elan will convert people to 
Lotus, for it goes a long way 
towards dispelling the old 
misconceptions about this 
sub-supercar class - that in 
order to have high 
performance you must 
sacrifice usability. With the 
new 2+2 Elan, those days 
are gone, says Bahar. 

Moving on to spring 
2014, the ground-breaking 
new Elite drop-top, which 
also gets a 5.0-litre 
amidships engine and 
performance figures close 
to those of the Esprit, will 
have the option of hybrid 
technology. Lotus says it 
will cost circa £115,000. 

Bahar feels there is a 
clear market for the Elite, 
and believes there is 
nothing else on the market 
to match it for style and 
performance. 

Industry experts say 
Lotus could also launch a 
compact and frugal city car 
the same year, but nothing 


has yet been confirmed. 

A full five years hence, in 
2015, will come the Lotus 
Eterne. It’s a four-door, 
four-seater GT model again 
with the 5.0-litre, pressure- 
charged V8 engine, with 
Lotus saying this will cost 
around £120,000 when it 
launches. 

Of the Eterne, Bahar 
says: “The biggest 

difference between the 
Eterne and class 
competitors is that it is not 
an evolution of an existing 
two-door model, it’s a 
deliberate and considered 
stand-alone creation. This 
is the ultimate four-door 
sports car.” 

foining the Lotus line-up 
at the same time will be the 
new two-seater, 2.0-litre 
Elise, a lightweight four-

cylinder sports car 
expected to cost a more 
affordable £35,000. 

Of this entry-level Lotus,

natural progression for us 
moving forward. 

“The Elise 2015 will also 
be class-leading in terms of 
performance and 

efficiency.” 

The succession of new 
and replacement Lotus 
models will also boost the 
presence on the world 
stage of the marque’s 
Malaysian owner, Proton, 
which took over the firm in 
1996.
